7. Discussion and Hearings: 

8:00pm- Hearing- 44 Kensington Road 

Ryan and Terrill Levering, owners; David Whitney, architect presented plans. 

The plan was presented with pictures of current state of the house and drawings of the new 
design. The plan is to remove the jalousie window system and build an addition in its place. 
The wooden windows will be double hung. Painted cedar shingles will be used on the 
addition. The Commissioner’s remarks addressed the proportions of the windows and to look 
at how the windows could be more complimentary to each other. 

A motion was made to approve the plans as presented with the provision that the sitting room 
window sash will be three inches narrower than presented and the mullion centered. All 
Commissioners approved the motion. Commissioner Stange was appointed as the monitor 
for this project. The hearing closed at 8:27pm. 



8;30pm- Hearing- 30 Orvis Road 

Bob Hurley and John Byrne, owners and installers from Window World. 

The plan presented would be to replaee the existing shingles with a poly-eoat eomposite 

material. The existing trim on the windows would be wrapped with poly-eoat eomposite 
material. The Commissioner’s remarks addressed the loss of detail, replieation of window 
features, and lessening of shadow lines when the wrap is used. The Commissioners requested 
a continuation of the hearing on June 4, 2019 at 8:00pm. At this time the owners and the 
Window World representatives will bring a sample of the wrap. 

The Arlington Historical Commission adjourned at 9:43pm.
